THE CIVIL DEFENCE CORPS AND THE MILITARY FORCES 


It is generally agreed that the primary aim of Civil Defence is to 
prevent the unnecessary loss of life, and it is suggested that the ultimate 
aim is to keep the Home Front strong. 


For many decades the British and the American Navies have kept 
our North American Home Front secure from an overseas surprise at- 
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tack. That condition of security continued to prevail during World War 
Il, owing to our great geographical distance from the centres of mili- 
tary conflict. But the intercontinental long range bombers and fighters, 
coupled with the provision of the ''A'' bomb and the ''H" bomb -- as 
readily deliverable unlimited packages of destruction -- have complete- 
ly destroyed our North American geographical and naval security shield. 


Now, instead of months and years to get ready for all-out war, 
we can expect about three hours minimum warning, provided our Radar 
Warning Lines and our other warning arrangements function properly. 
Now, our entire population, together with our centres of war produc- 
tion, will all be in the front line. In fact, our key centres of popula- 
tion and of war production -- together with our Military Bases --will 
of necessity become the enemy's priority targets. All of which make 
it necessary for us to examine and determine, most clearly, not only 
the individual war-time roles of the Civil Defence Corps and of the 
Military Forces, but more particularly their combined tasks, which will 
require the closest understanding and co-operation. 


The members of the Civil Defence Corps in Alberta highly appre- 
ciate the many ways in which the Military Forces have co-operated with 
us, and we are glad indeed to reciprocate in every possible way. 

Later in this issue reference is made to combined courses of training 
in Rescue work. Itis a case of working together for the common good, 
which will help to keep our Home Front strong.

EVACUATION TEST, ST. PAUL’ S HOSPITAL 
VANCOUVER, BRITISH COLUMBIA
